Approximately fifty Comanche 
County people drove to 'Brown- 
wood Wednesday night to attend 
a 
Tom 
Hunter 
for 
Governor 
rally, at which Mr. Hunter sound­ 
ed the keynote of his final drive 
in the run-off campaign. 
Ed Johnson of the law firm of 
Early 
and 
Johnson, 
acted 
a* 
master of ceremonies at the speak­ 
ing. during which time a sh =rt 
talk was made by Bill Chambers 
of 
May, 
and 
other supporters 
from over Central Texas. There 
were 
delegations 
from 
as 
far 
a wav as Hill County, McCullock, 
hr::. McLennan, Tarrant, Parker, 
Callahan, Stephens, Erath, and all 
other counties within a hundred 
mile radius of Brownwood. 
Tt was estimated by Mr. John­ 
son that more than 5,000 people 
were in Brownwood to hear Mr. 
Hunter outline his final drive to 
j be elected to the highest office 
'it is in the power of the voters 
of Texas to give. 


With the date for the August 
Primary only a week off interest 
is keen and a big vote is ex­ 
pected. Both in 1930 and in 1932 
more votes were polled in the 
run-off primary than in the July 
Primary.

votes mav be polled as 4780 were 
cast in the first primary. 
In 1932 in the first primary 
4158 votes were 
polled in the 
Governor’s race as compared to 
4369 in the run-off. In 1930 the 
vote in the August primary was 
48 more than in July. 
Intense 
interest this 
year 
Is 
centered in the governor’s race, the 
district attorney’s race and the 
representative’s ia«c. The county 
and 
precinct contests 
are, too, 
drawing more than usual interest. 
Although 1780 votes were cast 
¡n ti,c first primary tins year Cattle Raisers to 
aci ordmg to th” tally list, the 
combined votes of the candidates

was

than a hundred le«s than that 
number. 
Onlv 4488 votes 
were 
cast in the gubernatorial contest 
and 3866 in the lieutenant gover­ 
nor’s race. 
The 
unofficial 
count 
showed 
the greatest number of votes in 
the Countv Clerk’s race, but the 
official count showed the Sher­ 
iff’s race with 4662. to be in 
the lead. 4652 votes were cast 
in

County Judge’s 
contest 
and 
4649 
in the 
Clerk’s 
race, 
according to official count. 
The District Clerk’s race failed 
by more than a hundred votes 
to reach the average, there being 
i onlv 4537 votes polled in that

Saturday, August 18th, at mid­ 
night is the deadline for signing 
cotton contracts under the Bank­ 
head 
law 
according to 
County 
I Agent J. A. Barton. 
Every cotton farmer regardless 
of whether or not he has signed 
anv other contract must sign this 
one or pay $35.00 tax per hale 
on every hale of cotton he sells, 
Mr. Barton said. 
The 
signing of 
this 
contract 
is of vital importance and may 
cost the farmers dearly if they 
neglect to sign, according to the 
i fountv 
Agent. 


Every community in this county 
is asked by County Agent J. A. 
Barton, to send a delegation of 
farmers to a caHle raisers meet­ 
ing to be held at Comanche Sat­ 
urday afternoon, August 18th at 
2 o’clock, at the Court House, to 
work out plans for carrying on 
the government nrogram of aid­ 
ing the farmers in selling their 
cattle.

A conviction in the Courts pun- 
tsho.«s th«, offender but does not restore the victim. 
Therefore, 1 shall co-operate with citizens and officers 
;n every effort to prevent crime. 
\ believe tbcl u.e District Attorney ought to make 
u thorough preliminary investigation of aH ca.ces, thu.s 
preventing unnecessary expense and forestalling the use 
of the criminal courts as a battle-ground for venting 
personal spleen and prejudices which do not concern 
the public welfare. 
I favor the vigorous prosecution of all offenses 
against the law without favor or discrimination. 
7 he law should never be used as an instrument of 
oppression. A District Attorney who nags and badgers 
a defendant or witness contributes nothing to the dig­ 
nity and respect of the law. I believe that the same law 
which provides for the prosecution of a defendant pro­ 
tects him from persecution. 
'I heie is scarcely a home or business or individual 
which has not suffered direct injury by theft, burglar), 
“hot-checking,” false representations or some other form 
of swindling. The primary function of the law and all 
its agencies is to protect the rights of citizens. There­ 
fore. i believe the District Attorney ought to lend the 
resources of his offi e to the prevention^ and prosecu­ 
tion of those offenses which deprive citizens of tneir 
property and possessions. 
Tho enormous expenses of the judiciary can be ma­ 
terially reduced through more prompt dispatch of busi- 
nessv thorough preparation of cases before trial, eli­ 
mination of unnecessary witnesses, prevention of con­ 
tinuances and other similar measures, wdiich every ma­ 
ture, experienced lawyer is familiar with. I propose to 
use every effort to accomplish these economies. 
These are no vague, theoretical experiments which 
I propose. Every one of these propositions which I sub­ 
mit to you. I have tried out and learned by actual 
experience during eleven years practice in the Court 
House before 
juries, with six years service in the 
County Attorney’s office.
